House, Mr. Docker? introduced an 
amendment providing that all manu 
factored articles which might there 
after become the subject of monopoly 
by trusts or combines, should be 
placed upon the free list by order ol 
the Secretary of the Treasury, npon 
the proper presentation 
of proof 


This amcndement was supported by 
the entire representation of the Demo 
orats in the House, but, on motion of 
the Republican leader on the floor, i 
was defeated by the unanimous vote 
of the Republican majority. 


These are the reeorded faoti, anc 


the responsibility for trust conditions 
cannot be successfully eraded by the 
Republican party, even npon the plea 
lately set forth that it was then an 
aware that the trend of class legisla 
tion was towards monopoly of indue 
trial, commercial aud transportation 
facilities. It has not only been com 
pelled by events to note the cause and 
effect relations in trust growth, but 
alao to acknowledge that the Demo- 
crats offered them an opportunity to 
pronounce upon the evil, aa ia proven 
by the first paragraph of this article 
which is borne out by the records 
of Congress while the Dmgley bill was 
under discussion in the lower house.

After tbe boose had 
filled the Kid stepped to the front and 
challenged the winner, and also Tom 
Sbarkey. He included Fitzsimmone, 
win or lose, at 153 pounds. 


Circular Joe Vendig offered $2,000 to 


$1,000 or any part of it on Fitzsimmons 
with no takers. The betting dwindled 
to small proportions. 


Jim Corbett received a noisy reoep- 


t ion as he passed through the crowd 
and took a seat behind Jeffries' corner. 


Tbe crowd began to show signs of

At 10:09 a roar of applause greeted 


tbe appearance of Fitzsimmons, and a 
monster floral horseshoe, with tbe em- 
blem "Good lack to the Champion," 
was carried by Julian.
